Regazzoni broke James Hunfs 
1977 lap record covering the cir- 
cuit in one minute 14.4 seconds at 
an amoving average speed of 
141.87 miles per hour. 

Until the 40th lap of the 68 lap 
race, the team looked like pulling 
both first and second places. 

Regazzonf s team mate Alan 
Jones had produced a stunning 
performance from the pole posi- 
tion until engine problems forced 
him to retire from the front with a . 
doud of burning ofl and 'steam 
pouring from his car. 

Mechanics have yet to pinpoint - 
foe problem with Jones's Cos- 
graves engine. It was probably a 
leaking water-pump. 

Arnaux’s team mate Jean Pierre 
Jabouilee had led Regazzoni in 
second place before the French- 
man went in for a tire change in 
the 18th lap and caught his 
stabilizing wing on the compres- 
sion cable and broke it to put him 
out of the race.

TEHRAN, July 14 (Agencies) 
— The governor-general of Iran' s 
Khuzestan province said Saturday 
that revolutionary guardsmen will 
be permitted to use “utmost 
strength and severity’’ against 
people suspected of trying to 
sabotage oil and gas installations. 

The governor-general. Rear 
Admiral Ahmad Madam, spoke in 
an interview with the official Pars 
news agency following two fires in 
the past week in the oil- rich pro- 
vince's oil pipeline system. 

The government has admitted 
that one of the fires was caused by 
sabotage, and a militant group 
seeking autonomy for Iran's 
ethnic Arabs claimed credit for 
both incidents. 

Kurds, grants dash 

Furthermore armed Kurdish 
demonstrators clashed with 
revolutionary guards in the Kurd- 
ish border town of Marivan Satur- 
day and unconfirmed reports said 
between eight and 12 persons 
were Jailed. 

The People’s Fedayeen guer- 
rilla group in the Kurdistan pro- 
vindal capital of Sanandaj said the 
fighting broke out as the guards 
attempted to disarm the demons- 
trators. 

A spokesman for pro- 
government Kurdish spiritual 
leader Ahmad Moftizadeh said up 
to 12 persons may have been kit- 
led and 40 injured.

Sandinista, 
FLO links 
reported 

PARIS July 14 (AP) — A 
Paris-based weekly magazine on 
the Middle East has reported that 
Nicaragua's Sandinista rebels 
claim to have a “strong relation- 
ship’’ with the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization. 

The f fl fl pymn* quoted one rebel 
leader, Sergio Romeiz, as saying: 

“We have a very strong rela- 
tionship with the Palestine revolu- 
tion and if s going to be official, 
especially since the PLO*s No. 2 
man at the United Nations, Abdul 
Rahman, visited Latin America 
two months ago ” 

Romeiz was quoted as saying 
Rahman visited Sandinista leaders 
in Costa Rica and Nicaragua, 
“which will lead to an offidal rela- 
tion with the (Sandinista) Junta.” 

He was also quoted as saying 
that in the “Council of the San- 
dinista Revolution” there , is ope 
Palestinian -born guerrilhi anctToe 
Lebanese. 

Romeiz was also quoted as 
denying there was any relation 
between the S andinista^ and the 
Soviet Union. 

“But I can tell you Cuba under- 
stands our situation and is giving 
us political help,” Romeiz said. 
“The Cuban people help us but 
the responsible^ in Havana don't 
warn interfere with our local 
revolution because Washington 
might take this as cause to inter- 
vene.” 

The publication of the alleged 
PLO- Sandinista connection came 
amid continuing mystery about an 
American-owned chartered cargo 
plane that Tunisian authorities 
found to be carrying 105,000 
pounds of weapon claimed to 
.belong to the PLO. 

Some reports said the arms 
were ultimately destined far the 
Sandinistas. There were also 
reports that Palestinian comman- 
dos were aboard the plane when it 
m adf an unscheduled landing in- 
Tunis on Tuesday. 

The Tunisians confiscated the 
military equipment and, after 
negotiations with the U.S. gov- 
ernment, allowed the four Ameri- 
can crew men to fly the empty 
plane to Amsterdam. 


ANKARA, July 14 (AP) — 
Palestinian attackers continued 
their occupation of the Egyptian 
Embassy here Saturday as Turkey 
and Egypt remained in dose con- 
tact over the situation which has 
already cost three lives. 

There were strong indications 
the seige might be lifted late 
Saturday night. The chief of the 
Turkish General Staff Gen. 
Kenan Evren said the affair “will 
be over very soon.” 

He refused to elaborate, but die 
negotiations between Turkish 
authorities and the four members 
of foe “Eagles of the Palestinian 
Revolution" bolding the hostages 
were inconclusive Saturday. 

Earlier in the day there were 
reports that elite Turkish troops 
had been moved into the area 
around the embassy, possibly in 
preparation for a military opera- 
tion to end the seige. 

The Egyptian government has 
told Turkey it could use force to 
storm the embassy, but only as a 
last resort. 

In Damascus the Palestine lib- 
eration Organization disavowed 
the group responsible for the 
occupation and seizure of 18 hos- 
tages, including the Egyptian 
Ambassador to Turkey.

Peace pacts 
worsen M.E., 
says Gomes 

AMMAN, July 14 (R) — The 
Camp David agreements between 
Egypt, Israel and the . United 
States are a failure and.have oo y 
served to aggravate the 
East situation, according to 
former Portuguese President 
General Fraba da Costa Gomes. 

He said in an interview pub- 
lished by the English language 
“Jordan Times” Saturday: “We 
are convinced that the agreements 
have only aggravated the situa- 
tion. This is the view of the leftist 
forces in Portugal.” 

Gen. Gomes, who arrived here 
on Thursday added that “the 
agreements are a failure.” 

He is here at the head of a 
delegation to prepare for an inter- 
national conference of solidarity 
with the Arabs and Palestinians to 
be held in Lisbon between Nov. 2 
and 5. 

On his arrival here from Beirut, 
he said that peace was now 
“increasingly menaced by the 
Camp David accords and by con- 
tinued Israeli aggression." 

In a statement on arrival Gen. 
n ?mes called for the recognition 
— Palestinian rights.

every five minutes ” if their 
demands are not met. 

In Cairo, Egyptian Prime Minis- 
ter Mustafa Khalil said four Pales- 
tinian leaders were on their way to 
Ankara to try and negotiate a 
peaceful end to the siege. He did 
not identify the Palestinians. 

Bur in Damascus the Palestine 
Liberation Organization dented 
that it had sent a delegation to 
Turkey to help negotiate the 
release of hostages held by Pales-, 
tinians in the Egyptian Embassy. 

“ Any attempt to involve us is 
aimed at discrediting us and creat- 
ing a split between the PLO and 
the Egyptian people, ” PLO 
spokesman Abdul Mohsen Abu 
Maizar said.

WASHINGTON , July 14 (R) 
— President Jimmy Carter has 
been described as a deeply wor- 
ried man as he prepares for his 
long-awaited nationwide broad- 
cast on the United States energy 
and economic crises Sunday. 

The description came from vet- 
eran television newscaster Walter 
Cronkite of CBS, one of a group of 
leading commentators and broad- 
casters invited Friday to the prea- 
denf s mountain retreat at Camp 
David. 

“Candidly, he appeared to be a 
deeply worried man and he sees 
this as a turning point for Ameri- 
cans,” Cronkite said. 

Under rules established for the 
three- ho or meeting, the journal- 
ists were not allowed to report 
rfptaik of their discussions. But 
rronkite said the president? s new 
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energy policy would contain only 
stepped-up efforts and no new or 
dramatic proposals to deal with 
the crisis. 


The views were echoed by other 
broadcasters who met Carter at 
Camp David, where he has been 
Holding lengthy consultations with

senior aides, congressmen, labor 
leaders, businessmen and religi- 
ous leaders. 

The speech seems likely to be 
decisive for his political career. 
The latest “New York Times/ 
CBS” opinion poll showed public 
approval of Carter’s presidency 
bad slumped still further from 30 
to 26 per cent. 

His speech on Sunday night was 
expected to deal with the coun- 
try's long-term future and indi- 
rectly with efforts to improve his 
sagging popularity, as well as with 
the energy crisis and Thursday’s 
government announcement that 
the country was sliding into a 
recession. 

Officials said he was confident 
of his ability to turn around the 
economy and his own political 
situation, and to win hfe expected 
bid for re-election next year.

TEHRAN, July 14 (AP)— Tran 
Saturday condemned as an act of 
hostility President Sadat's offer of 
asylum to the Shah. 

“ Sadafs suggestion is obviously 
a case of animosity toward the 
nation and revolution of Iran, and 
if it is carried out, the Iranian 
nation will not forget this action of 
the government of Egypt,” the 
Foreign Ministry told the official 
pars News Agency. 

The ministry said that the invi- 
tation "was not maccordanrawith 


the .wishes of the Egyptian peo- 
ple." 

Egypt was the Shah's first stop 
when he flew into exile last Janu- 
ary. Sadat, the Shah's host at the 
time, recently renewed his offer of 
permanent asylum. The Sh ah is in 
Mexico. 

Declaring its solidarity with 
opponents of Sadafs treaty with 
Israel, Iran severed diplomatic 
relations with Egypt last May 1.

Morocco, Mauritania condemn Polisario 


MONROVIA, July 14 (R) — 
Mauritania and Morocco have 
condemned the breaking of a 
ceasefire by Algerian- backed 
Polisario guerrillas seeking an 
independent Western Sahara. 

The Polisario Front guerrillas 
said in Paris Wednesday that they 
had attacked the Tichla district of 
the Mauritanian-controlled sector 
of the former Spanish Sahara. 

Spain ceded the colony to 
Mauritania and Morocco in 1976. 

The attack last Wednesday 
ended a year-long ceasefire in the 
desert war. 

The condemnations of the raid 
game from the Mauritanian and 
Moroccan Foreign ministers, who 
are in Liberia for an O AU confer- 
ence which is preparing for next 
week's full OAU summit. 


There had been widespread 
hopes of a political breakthrough 
at the summit to end the conflict' 
which has brought Ma uritania and 
Morocco close to war with 
Algeria. 

“This was totally unexpected. It 
• is a slap in the face for the OAU at 
a time it is meeting here to try and" 
solve the conflict,” the ministers’ 
statement said. 

“Mauritania 1ms done every- 
thing it could to try and get a set- 
tlement. Mauritania ism favor of a 
referendum to ask the local popu- 
lation to decide their own future.” 
“The attack on Tichla will not 
change our position on tire issue.” 
Moroccan Foreign Minister 
Muhammed Boucetta mid that 
armed bands which attacked 
Morocco and Mauritania were 
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financed, armed and equipped by 
Algeria, and that tire Polisario 
Front existed only in the imagina- 
tions of those who wished to 
imagine it. 

Algerian Foreign Minister 
Muhammed Seddia Beuyahia said 
the Sahara was a matter of decol- 
onization which concerned the 
OAU and in which the Polisario 
Front had a voice. 

“Algeria has riaim^d nothing 
and rbime no thing ft has ceded 
nothing and asks for nothing. It is 
up to those who must cede and 
those who ask to hold talks 
together,” he said. 

The OAU summit will debate a 
report by a committee of the heath 
of state of Sudan, Nigeria, the 
Ivory Coast, Mali and Guinea, 
mandated by the OAU last year to 
seek a pearefnl solution to the 
conflict. 

Informants said the committee 
was expected to call for an 
immediate ceasefire in prepara- 
tion for a referendum supervised 
by the OAU and the United 
Nations. 

A Polisario Front delegation 
beaded by self-styled Foreign 
Minister Hakim ftralwm is in 
Monrovia lobbying delegations. 

He said he had spoken with 
ministers from all but five of the 
49 OAU states. 

“'lhe issue is one of decoloniza- 
tion affecting the whole comment 
and rot a bilateral matter between 
Algeria and Morocco," he said. 

Addis executes 
man for trying

NAIROBI, July 14 (AP) — 
Ethiopian mili tary authorities 
have executed the leader of a dis- 
sident group for allegedly trying to 
assassinate Ethiopian strongman 
Ll CoL Mengistu Haile Mariam, 
official Ethiopian radio reported. 

The radio report, monitored in 
Nairobi Friday, identified the slain 
dissident as Abdul Warsame 
Suleiman, who p ur portedly used 
the aliases of Redha and Belhane 
Advadawa Duarufale. 

Ethiopian authorities said 
Suleiman headed two radical 
underground Marxist movements, 
the Ethiopian Christian Party 
(ECDP) and tire Ethiopian Peo- 
ple's Revolutionary Party 
(EPRP), and tried to assassinate 
Mengistu last year.

As his automobile drove 
through the large gates of the 
estate, Nixon waved twice to a 
waiting crowd of reporters and 
photographers standing in a driz- 
zle, smiled and disappeared from 
view. 

Outside, Nixon's U-S. security 
agents and plainclotbesmen from 
the Mexican capital patrolled the 
nearby streets and grounds on foot 
and in private cars.

Syria paper attacks U.S. 


ISLAMABAD, July 14 (AP)— 
The chairman of the Pakistan 
National Alliance resigned Satur- 
day from a budget advisory group, 
accenting a widening rift between 
Gen. Zia and his former cabinet 
partners. 

The budget, calling for tax 
increases totalling $510 million 
and a deficit of$300 millio n in the 
fiscal year which started July 1, 
has been assailed by politicians 
who believe it will trigger sharp 
increases in consumer prices. 

The PNA is a grouping of five 
political parties which shared 
power briefly with the Zia cabinet 
until April. 

“The PNA may hold a conven- 
tion .of representatives of 
businessmen, industrialists and 
workers, if the government 
refuses to accommodate our point 
of view regarding review of the 
budget" said PNA chief Maulana 
Mufti Mahmood as he announced 
his resignation. 

Zia called a meeting of 
businessmen and economists July 
9, a day after a nationwide protest 
strike, to discuss budget revisions, 
although Finance Minister 
Ghulam Ishaq Khan has rated 
out any major changes, including 
tax cuts. The meeting resulted in 
the appointment of a seven- 


member study group, from which' ' 
Mahmood resigned. 

Khan had estimated that the 
new taxes would push the cost of 
living up by four per cent but in the 
two weeks since the budget was 
announced, consumer prices have 
shot up by 15 to 50 per cent. 

Besides PNA, all other political 
parties, including executed former 
Prime Minister Zulfikar Ali 
Bhutto's Pakistan Peoples Party, 
have opposed the budget.

The bullet-riddled body of Mafia 
boss Carmine Gal ante was laid out 
in a Manhattan funeral parlor 
Saturday as police homed two 
associates of the New York don, 
gunned down in a gangland killing 
two days ago. 

The two men, apparently 
associates of Gal ante, were with 
him in a Brooklyn Italian restaurant 
on Thursday when three masked 
men burst in and opened fire with 
shotguns and automatic weapons. 

The men who escaped, Baldo 
Amato, 27, and Caesar Bon- 
ventre, 28, were not suspected of 
being members of the hit squad, 
but might be able to provide clues 
to the kOfers 1 identity. 

Gajante' s family and friends are 
expected to gather at the funeral 
home for a two-day wake before 
the body is buried on Monday, the 
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Lanza Provenzano Funeral Home 
announced. 

Galante, 69, Leonard “Nino” 
Coppofla, a 48-year-old aide, and 
retaurant owner Giuseppe 
Turano, 47, were shot dead and 
Turano’s 17-year-okl son John 
wounded Mien the killers blasted 
their open air lunch on the 
restaurants back patio.

MANAGUA. July 14 ( AP) — 
Sandinista guerrillas were 
reported Friday filtering back into 
some of Managua's eastern bar- 
rios, preparing for an attack to 
capture the capital and overthrow 
President Anastasio Somoza. 

“The boys, are back" said a 
resident of Central America Bar- 
rio, a scene of heavy fighting 
before the guerrillas pulled bade 
at the beginning of July. 

The residents of the barrels said 
Sandinistas have been circulating 
through the area recently, warning 
families that if they wanted to 
avoid the fighting they would have 
to leave ““soon”: 

A Sandinista in neighboring 
Costa Rica said the guerrillas plan 
to gain control of Managua by 
Sunday and install their provi- 
sional government in the capital.

NASA bemoans 
Voyager’s failure 
to capture ring 

PASADENA, California July 
14 (AP) — American scientists ’ 
had their first major disappoint- 
ment of the Voyager 2 mission 
when Jupiter’s newly discovered 
zing vanishedt. as suddenly as it. 
had appeared. 

Researchers had hoped pictures 
beamed back by the spacecraft 
Friday would show brightly 
illuminated particles in the ring, 
which is believed to be composed 
of fist-sized chunks of matter. 

But the sun's angle obliterated 
the ring. 

“The ring dicin' t reflect any sun- 
light, and couldn't be seen any- 
more,” one scientist said. 
“Today’s attempt was a failure.” 

The ring was discovered by 
Voyager 1, sister ship of the most 
recent Voyager, which examined 
the solar system's largest planet in 
March. Voyager 1 is now hurtling 
toward Saturn and is expected to 
pass near the planet in November, 
1980. 

After Voyager 2 finishes its 
inspection of the Jovian system, it 
too will race to Saturn for an 
August, 1981 arrival. Scientists 
hope to send Voyager 2 on to 
Uranus, then direct it to follow 
Voyager 1 into deep space. 

Scientists believe the ring may 
be matter from the volcanic moon 
Io or debris from an ancient satel- 
lite torn apart by Jupiter’s wrench- 
ing gravitational puli. 

Pacific isles 
approve charter 
despite U.S. 

KOROR, Palau, July 14 (AP) 
— Residents of the U.S.- 
administered Palau Islands gave 
overwhelming approval to a con- 
stitution in early returns, despite 
objections by the United States. 

Some 92 per cent of the voters 
counted by Wednesday were in 
favor of the proposed constitu- 
tion, the Micron esian News Ser- 
vice reported. With 4,085 votes 
from Monday’s plebiscite tallied, 
3,738 voted yes, 321 voted no and 
26 ballots were voided, MNS said. 
Absentee ballots and returns from 
some remote islands remained to 
be counted. 

The United Stares had objected 
fo constitutional provisions which 
would ban nuclear weapons and 
U.S. military bases in the islands, 
which lie 1,600 kilometers east of 
the Philippines. 

Palau is part of the Trust Territ- 
ory of the Pacific Islands, more 
than 2,000 islands in the central 
Pacific which were seized from 
Japan in World War D.

Fuel prices raised in Thailand 

BANGKOK, July 14 (AP) — Prices of all oil products in Hud- 
land were increased 40 to 67.3 per cent Saturday in a move to keep 
pace with the recent oil price increase. 

The hikes range from 40 percent on premium gasoline to 673 per 
cent on kerosene. Premium gasoline jumped from about 28 U.S. 
cents a liter to 39 cents. 

Prime Minister Kriangsak Chamanan said it was time for every- 
body to accept the reality orthe oil situation. He said the increase 
would discourage the use of cars and would help cut consumption. 

Kriangsak said the measures should not lead to any significant 
increase in the rate of inflation and warned there would be a crack- 
down on merchants using the increase as an excuse to raise their 
prices significantly. 

In January the government permitted ofl companies to raise fuel 
prices from 9 to 17 per cent t.

Market rally doesn’t continue 
after Carter’s energy meeting 


LONDON, July 14 — After 
going nowhere few ten weeks, the 
Dow Jones index bounced up 
nearly 30 points a few days ago as 
news filtered out from .President 
Cartel's retreat at Camp David 
that a major initiative on energy 
policy might lie forthcoming. By 
the end of this week, though. Wall 
Street had drifted back to the level 
around winch it has been trading 
for most of this year. The abortive 
attempt to break out of the trading 
range stirred interest in the 
investment community about the 
direction oftheU.S. market’s next 
major move, which many com- 
mentators believe to be imminent 

It is now widely believed that 
the recession, which even the 
administration is now expecting, 
will be good news for stock prices. 
At first sight, this is a paradoxical 
belief, as industrial profit s are 
bound to suffer. But the thinking 
goes that the market’s main 
enemy is roaring inflation and that 
tiie recession would break the 
back of the price spiral and set 
America on the road to recovery. 

On the other hand, there are 
many who argue that this is far too 


sanguine a view and that inflation 
is so deeply ingrained into the 
economy and expectations for it to 
be washed out so easily. This 
school of thought anticipates that 
a serious monetary squeeze will be 
necessary before inflation can be 
eradicated and that this will drive 
the American economy (and 
indeed the rest of the world) into a 
far deeper recession than the 
majority currently realizes. 

Even so, everyone agrees that 
Wall Street is cheap. The disag- 
reement centers on whether it is 
going to stay cheap — or get even 
cheaper. The dividend yield on the 
Dow Jones index is around 6 per 
cent, double the level that pre- 
ceded the last major bull market in 
tiie early ’70s. The standard and 
Poofs index is trading on a price/ 
earnings ratio of less than 8 
because company earnings have 
done far better than stock prices 
over the past few years. If previous 
relationships were to be restored 
the market would more than dou- 
ble. There is. of course, an alterna- 
tive way in which this anomaly 
could be corrected: earnings could

Bucharest, Tel Aviv 
conclude trade pact 


TEL AVIV, July 14 (R) — 
Romania and Israel have signed a 
protocol pledging increased trade 
despite differences earlier this 
week over the venue of their 
annual trade talks. 

The agreement, signed Friday, 
also committed both ades to work 
towards closing the wide gap in 
their balance of trade, which is 
currently heavily in Romania's 
favor. 

Romania is the only East Euro- 
pean umntry which (fid not break 
ties with Israel after the 1 967 war. 

The first meeting of the joint 


trade commission was cancelled 
Wednesday after Dimitru Bezan, 
the Romanian secretary of state 
for foreign trade, insisted on mov- 
ing the talks from Jerusalem to Tel 
Aviv. 

Romania does not recognize 
Jerusalem as Israel's capital, and 
has its embassy in Tel Aviv. 

But Bezan later backed down 
and the talks were held as 
scheduled Thursday and Friday. 

It was their ninth annual meet- 
ing. They are held alternately in 
Jerusalem and Bucharest. 


U.S. firms

be halved. But few would expect 
the recession to be quite that 
severe. The current depressed 
level of the market contains a con- 
siderable cushion against the 
effects of the coming recession. 

The major investment institu- 
tions, however, have got used to 
inactivity to the extent that some$ 
50 billion of spare cash is thought 
to be waiting for investment This 
represents as much as 6 months’ 
cash flow in to -the institutions and 
is more than twice as hi gh as the 
level of liquidity which preceded 
the bull run in 1975. It is probably 
going to take some fairly persua- 
sive evidence that the market is 
going to rise to encourage U.S. 
fund managers to pile back into 
stocks in a lug way. 

So many Wall Street commen- 
tators are looking to the foreign 
investor to provide die initial 
sparks. Undoubtedly many inter- 
national fund managers believe 
that New York itself is cheap. 
What is holding them back is fear 
about the stability of the dollar. 
The relative attractiveness of 
American interest rates has been 
further eroded by this week’s 
increases in European central 
bank rates (probably to be fol- 
lowed by Japan shortly) so the 
negatives working against the dol- 
lar increase. But the trade balance 
has recovered sharply and a reces- 
sion, which some argue has 
already started, would bring 
further help to the balance of 
payments, strengthen the dollar 
and help push interest rates down. 
But it still looks as if another bout 
of credit tightening will be needed 
before European investors can be 
persuaded that the administration 
has adopted the correct policies. 
And that, in turn, implies that the 
dollar may have further to fall this 
year before it turns.

WASHINGTON, July 14 (W.P) 
— A group of economists at the 
U.S. Department of Energy got 
out their calculators a while ago 
and came up with statistical proof 
of something you already know: 
gas lines waste gas. 

In the Washington, D.C, area 
alone, the economists say, nearly 1 
million gallons of gas per mouth 
are burned by cars idling or creep- 
ing forward a few feet per minute 
in gas fines. If gas lines become a 
'standard part of life throughout 
the United States, the total 
monthly loss would exceed 100 
million gallons. 

Gasoline isn't the only thing 
idled away in gas lines, of course, 
so the economists also tried to 
determine the dollar value of all 
the man-woman-houxs spent sit- 
ting in those idling cars waiting for 
a moment ax the pumps. 

The conclusion: In the 
Washington area alone, according 
to the formula, gas lines are cost- 
ing a total of $1.9 million per 


month in lost time. If gas lines 
became a national phenomenon, 
the monthly cost would be about 
$200 millio n monthly. 

All these numbers are esti- 
mates, of course, but they seem to 
be the best estimates available of 
how much waste is involved in the 
current gasoline situation, where 
demand so greatly exceeds supply 
that drivers in many urban areas 
have to wait in line to get gas. 

These numbers will be an 
important part of the debate this 
week when Congress takes up a 
bill to give President Carter 
authority to impose gasoline 
rationing. 

Six weeks ago the House of 
Representatives resoundingly 
defeated a rationing plan prop- 
osed by the president — but that 
was before gas lines started 
spreading across the nation. 
Today, congressional leaders 
believe, rationing would win fairly 
easy approval in the House 
because the people are tired of 
wasting time, money and fuel in 


gas lines. 

The Energy Department tried 
to qualify the waste to help Con- 
gress decide whether rationi ng 
would be less costly than waiting 
in line. 

Using data from various studies, 
the economists concluded that the 
average car consumes about one- 
half gallon of gasoline for «ach 
hour idling time. They recognized 
that some cars are shut off while 
waiting in line, buz found that 
starting a car anew uses at least as 
much gasoline as a minute' sidling. 

“Shutting off a car's engine will 
save gasoline if the idling period is 
more than one minute,”- . the 
Energy Department study -con- 
cluded, ... “It is likely that most 
vehicles in line will have to move 
at least once a minute.” 

All this produced a formula for 
determining the wasted gas in* any 
given region for any month due to 
gas line: Number of cars x 5.7 trips 
per car x .33 hours waiting time 
xj gallons idled away per hour.

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MOVING BACKWARDS 

Regardless of its immediate outcome, the Palestinian 
attack on the Egyptian embassy in Ankara is an unfortunate 
development that takes the Arab world another step towards 
total polarization and represents a harmful burning of bridges 
with Egypt 

Attacks by Arabs on Arabs are nothing new. They were a 
sad feature of Arab politics until 1973 when the war with 
Israel revived the pan- Arab spirit among the antagonists and 
put a temporary halt on violence. But the honeymoon proved 
a short one, although experience has shown that inter-Arab 
violence was only successful in widening the rift between 
Arabs on government and popular levels. 

The latest attack is an act of despair that cannot find 
justification in its declared objectives. It can only further 
alienate the Egyptian people from the Arab mainstream, 
when the Arab world is at pains to make a distinction between 
the Egyptian government and the Egyptian people, in the 
hope of creating a popular momentum within Egypt to check 
the government’s drift away from the Arab body. The Arabs 
are in full agreement over the implications of Egypf s action 
and have acted collectively to minimize the damage while 
keeping the door open for Egypt and its people to make a 
re-entry. It can be argued that Egypt has reached the point of 
no return in its peace initiative, but that is highly debatable. 
Negotiations so far have failed to achieve any concrete results 
and are bogged down in Israel's obstinacy and lack of vision. 
The stalemate offers the only chance — a very small chance — 
that all is not lost. But it is the duty of every Arab to act in a 
sober maimer to improve the chances of Egypt returning to 
the fold. Political realities and incentives are far more effec- 
tive than violence in swaying Egyptian public opinion. Attacks 
on Egyptian diplomats wfll not only antagonize the average 
Egyptian, but will trigger off a wave of reprisals and counter- 
reprisals between Egypt and other Arabs to the detriment of 
the two and to Israels delight. There is nothing Israel 
cherishes more than to see the Arabs doing its dirty work and 
saving it the need to justify its atrocities in world forums. 
Arabs, including Palestinians, must deny Israel that opportun- 
ity, and it is a joint Arab and Palestinian responsibility to 
channel Arab anger and disillusionment into the venues that 
best serve Arab interests. There is no doubt that the anger and 
sense of hopelessness are intense, but they must not blind the 
Arabs as to who their real enemy is. 


Uranium hunting is 
Africa’ s newest woe

MONROVIA, Liberia 

The world's largest desert three million miles of mineral-rich 
rock and sand, is becoming a theater of warover what may be the 21st 
century s main source of energy, uranium. 

Bitter guerrilla wars, often involving African cheat states of the 
major powers, are bringing increasing bloodshed to the Sahara from 
the Atlantic to the Red Sea. 

The legendary camel caravans of nomadic desert tribes still 
crisscross the vast wilderness as they did in the days of Beau Geste. 
Even the French Foreign Legion is still there in places. 

But modem highways are being built across the desert and huge 
stockpiles of arms — of both Soviet bloc and Western origin — are 
accumulating in the ten countries whose territory lies largely in the 
Sahara. 

The Sahara's main wealth' at present comes from petroleum. 
Libya and Algeria are among the world s major oil producers. By 
coincidence, they are also the region's most militant “progressive” 
countries. 

The other eight Sahara nations, from Morocco and Mauritania 
in the west to Egypt and Sudan in the east, are long-standing or 
recent friends of the West and look to the United States and Western 
Europe for arras and economic aid. Six of these so-called “moder- 
ate" nations, Tunisia, Morocco, Mauritania, Mali, Niger and Chad, 
are former French colonies and retain strong ties with France. 

The desert has been a barrier to human contact since prehistoric 
times. It marks the boundary between Africa's black population and 
the Arab or Berber peoples of the north. Most of the Sahara nations 
lie astride this racial boundary and have suffered from racial conflict 
for centuries. 

These conflicts, causing local wars from Mauritania to Sudan, 
have been sharpened in recent years by the disastrous drought that 
has driven thousands of nomads out of their traditional pastures. 

French influence is paramount in much of France 1 s former Afri- 
can empire, and the French make no secret of the fact that their main 
interest in the area is centered on uranium, for themselves and for 
many other countries- developing nuclear energy in Europe and 
elsewhere. 

France is one of the world’s five acknowledged nuclear powers. 
It is rapidly developing its independent nuclear deterrent and its 
nuclear energy capacity. The uranium need for these programs 
comes exclusively from Africa. 

Much of it is mined in black Africa, in Gabon and the Central 
African Empire, but the largest potential is In the Sahara. The barren 
mountains in the northern region of the Niger Republic alone pro- 
duce 4,800 metric tons of uranium annually expected to soar to 
10,000 tons by the mid 1980s. By that time, Niger is expected to 
produce half of France’s total uranium needs for both military and 
civilian use. 

The Niger uranium deposits extend northward into Algeria and 
Libya, westward into Mali and eastward into Cbad. Much of it is still 
unexplored, but some experts believe the Sahara may contain the 
world s largest of uranium. 

In the west: Morocco, the world's largest exporter of phos- 
phates, is developing a method for extracting uranium from phos- 
phate ore. Moroccan planners say Morocco will export more than 
2,500 metric tons of uranium annually by the end of the century. 

The former Spanish Sahara, also a major phosphate producer, 
was largely annexed by Morocco in 1975. Its phosphates are also to 
contribute to Morocco's future uranium exports, but an Algerian- 
sponsored guerrilla movement, the PoHsario Front, is fi ghting for 
independence of the territory. 

The Sahara war has cost Morocco an estimated $1.2 billion in 
military expenditure and at least 3,000 casualties over the past four 
years. 

In northern Mali, French and Japanese firms are prospecting the 
uranium deposits. The area is in the traditional grazing land of Mali’s 
Touareg tribes, which have been in almost permanent rebellion 
against the Mali government for years. In the Libyan capital, Tripoli. 
Touareg tribesmen recently announced the creation of a “ liberation 
fronf ’ for northern Mali. 

In Nigels neighbor, Chad, Libya has seized a* 100,000-square- 
mile area known as the Aouzou Strip and declared it to be Libyan 
territory. Aouzou is the center of the region believed to contain 
Chad's largest uranium deposits. (AF) 



Quebec question still splitting Canada

MONTREAL — 
The long-awaited referendum on 
Quebec independence will be held in the 
spring of 1980, thus prolonging for nearly 
another year the agonizing uncertainty 
over the fixture of Canada. 

Quebec Premier Rene Levesque 
recently told the National Assembly that 
the big question would be put to the peo- 
ple at some time between April 6 and June 
21 next year “come hell or high water”. 
But Levesque, a poker player, kept the 
cards dose to his chest on the exact word- 
ing of the question. Sticking to his steal- 
thy, step-by-step strategy, be said that 
would not be disclosed until the end of this 
year. 

The referendum is expected to seek a 
mandate for the Quebec Government to 
wrest control of taxation and legislative 
powers from the federal Government, 
while maintaining economic ties with the 
rest of Canada, a fuzzy formula that 
Levesque calls” sovereignty-association.” 
Spokesmen for the other nine provinces 
have made it plain they reject 
sovereignty-association with Quebec In 
his successful campaign to become federal 
Prime Minister, Joe dark flatly stated 


that Quebec, no matter what its people 
decided in a referendum, had no constitu- 
tional right to secede. 

Quebec liberal leader Qande Ryan 
was quick to accuse the separatist Gov- 
ernment of stalling on the referendum for . 
fear of losing. An autumn referendum, he 
argued, would have pul an end to the 
economic doubt which has plagued 
Quebec since the election victory of the 
Parti Quebecois on Nov. 15, 1976. 

Depending on whom you believe, any- 
where from six to 350 head offices have 
fled they city of Montreal since that date 
because of high taxes -and a restrictive 
French language law.The spring referen- 
dum is privately welcomed, however, by 
Joe Clark, who needs the time to prepare a 
package of proposed constitutional 
changes to the British North America Act. 
Clark must strike a compromise between 
satisfying Quebec’s da mo trr for more aut- 
onomy while at the same time preventing 
the break-up of Canada. 

On this centra] issue of Canadian poli- 
tics, he takes a more pragmatic line than 
his predecessor Pierre Trudeau, who was 
determined not to yield more authority to 
the provinces. 

Members of the Parti Quebecois Gov- 
ernment were split on whether to go to the 


people this autumn or next spring. Those 
favouring the autumn argued that die 
referendum should precede two 
scheduled by-elections in which the Parti 
Quebecois is expected to suffer demoralis- 
ing defeats. In by-elections in April, the 
Libera] opposition under Claude Ryan 
turned independence into a major issue 
and scored stunning victories. 

Those who favored a spring vote, 
including Premier Levesque and the 
majority of his Ministers claimed that the 
extra time was needed to take their mes- 
sage to the people because the media 
could not be trusted “to provide the right 
information.'' 

“It wouldn’t be right to rush things", 
said Levesque. “Everyone must have the 
time to put their cards on the table." 

As the propaganda war hots up, the 
majority of the Quebecelectorate is unde- 
cided or supports renewed federalism. No 
more than 20 per cent favour outright 
independence. 

For the separatists to win the referen- 
dum they will have to indulge in some 
political double-talk which will convince 
activists that they are getting indepen- 
dence while at the same time convince 
fence-sitters that the result will be only a 
watered-down federalism. — (OFNS) 


Autonomy talks: Futility of a negotiating process

BEIRUT - 

What to Israel, Egypt and the United States are 
momentous steps on the road to Middle East peace 
are to the Palestinians and most of the Arab world 
exercises in futility. 

The sharply differing views are of negotiations 
between Israel and Egypt on ‘‘autonomy” for the 
Palestinians on the West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

The overwhelming majority of the 12 million 
Palestinians living under Israeli military rule are 
bitterly opposed to the autonomy project and bold 
that neither Egypt nor Israel is competent to dis- 
cuss, let alone decide, their fate. 

In the latest round of the autonomy talks, Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat of Egypt and Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin of Israel met in the Egyptian port 
of Alexandria and agreed to disagree on continued 
Jewish settlement in the West Bank and Gaza. 

Even to some Western diplomats basically in 
sympathy with the process which led to the Israeli- 
Egyptian peace pact in March, the Alexandria talks 
had an air of unreality. 

“ Lef s face it," said a Western envoy here, “ Even 
if Begin and Sadat had agreed, it would have made 
very little difference to the basic problem. They are 
talking in a vacuum." 

The basic problem is posed by the world's esti- 
mated four million Palestinians. 

Driven into exile with the creation of the Jewish 
state in 1948, Palestinians established communities 


throughout the world. Those on the West Bank and 
in Gaza came under military rule when Israel 
occupied the territories in the 1967 Middle East 
war. 

Some Palestinians live in splendid affluence in 
their adopted homes, some live in the squalor of 
teeming refugee camps, some hold high positions in 
the governments of Arab countries. 

All share a sense of national identity which 
appears to grow more acute with the passage of 
time. And with very few exceptions, Palestinians 
see the Palestine Liberation Organization (PLO) as 
their only representative. 

Recognized by more than 100 countries, the PLO 
was not even mentioned in last September's Camp 
David agreements which outlined the limited Pales- 
tinian autonomy now under discussion. 

Major countries to withhold PLO recognition 
indude the United States, a signatory of the Camp 
David Accords. Israel had consistently refused to 
deal with the PLO, claiming it is a terrorist organ- 
ization bent on the^destruction of the Jewish state. 

The Israeli contention is being challenged not 
only by the PLO* s friends in the Arab world and the 
Socialist bloc. 

A few days before the Alexandria meeting, PLO 
Chairman Yasser Arafat had talks in Vienna which 
may eventually have greater impact on the course of 
events in the Middle East than the so far unproduc- 
tive Israeli- Egyptian dialogue. 

Arafat was received by Austrian Chancellor 
Bruno Kreisky and former West German Chancel- 


lor Willy Brandt, men with impeccable credentials 
in tiie defense of peace and human rights. 

Brandt, a winner of the Nobel Peace Prize, said 
after his talks with the commando chief that he had 
eranrii^ the PLO 1 s policies and “whether this pos- 
ition aimed at the destruction" of die Jewish state. 

The former West German chancellor said he had 
concluded that “ self-determination of the Palesti- 
nian people cannot be thrown into the same pot 
with die elimination and destruction of the state of 
Israel.” 

The Vienna meeting prompted a storm of protest 
in Israel, where the Knesset passed a motion of 
censure. Israels ambassador to Vienna was called 
home. 

The PLO interpreted the meeting as a major 
moral victory. 

“Whenever Begin feels his policies are 
threatened,” said a Palestinian official, “he resorts 
to the six millioa Jews killed by Nazi Germany. The 
victims serve as a protective shield against criticism. 
But neither Brandt, who was persecuted by the 
Nazis, nor Kreisky, who is a Jew, fit into the argu- 
ment." 

However, few Palestinians expect the United 
States, Egypt and Israel to abandon the policies 
which led to Camp David, the treaty, and the aut- 
onomy talks. 

“They will continue to debate ‘self- rule’ for a 
minority of the Palestinian people," predicted a 
PLO official. “They wilj continue to ignore almost 
three millioa Pales tinian s liv ing outside the West 


Bank and Gaza. They will continue to ignore the 
PLO as long as possible .” 

How long that will be is a matter of conjecture. 

More violence against Israeli targets unleashed 
more violence against Palestinians guerrillas as well 
as civilians unfortunate enough to live in Lebanon, 
the last haven of the commando movement. 

According to semi-official Lebanese estimates, 
162 persons were killed in Israeli air and artillery 
attacks on targets in southern Lebanon since March 
26, a total of 377 were wounded. 

About 60,000 inhabitants of the south fled their 
homes, many of them for the second time in just 
over a year. In the first 100 days of ‘peace', the 
average daily casualty rate in Lebanon was five, 
with most of the Victims civilians. 

Israel was shaken by scores of bomb explosions, 
anti-Israeli violence increased after Begin reiter- 
ated his views on Palestinian autonomy: The Israeli 
Army should continue to be responsible for security 
on the West Bank and Gaza, Jews should be free to 
settle there, and Israel would retain control over 
military areas, Jewish settlements and water 
resources. 

Not surprisingly, the Pales tinians regard the 
Israel autonomy plan as a continuation of military 
occupation under another name rather than a move 
towards the independent state demanded by the 
PLO. 

Palestinian activists in Israel and the West Bank 
and Gaza are reported to have set themselves a new 
target — one act of violence a day.— (R).

region. Quoting observers Ai-Medina said that “Sadat and Begin 
were working to find a place for their alliance within the framework 


of superpower rivalry." 

. ■ Commenting on Prince Naifs 
[Visit to Taiwan, Ai-Medina said 
“Saudi- Chinese relations are 
excellent and that the Republic of 
[Xthina is a friendly country with 
strong ties to the Kingdom. The 
visit should further consolidate 
these relations for the benefit of 
both countries because of the 
many common interests that bind 
them. 

"Prince Naif’s visit has reaf- 
firmed that in Saudi Arabia, mor- 
als and beliefs are the main pillar 
of life," the paper said, "These 
characteristics of Saudi Arabia 
ensure the continuity of Saudi dip- 
lomacy and the respect with which 
h is viewed worldwide." 


In a frontpage commentary a 
writer in AJ-RJyadh said people 
should appreciate the United 
States concern for its national sec- 
urity. which is more closely con- 
nected to the Gulf region than 
ever before. The Gulf, in turn, is 
very keen on achieving a just and 
comprehensive solution for the 
Arab Israeli conflict. Any objec- 
tive analysis will come out with the 
conclusion that America's vital 
interests are mtertwined with the 
Arab region. Its prosperity and 
the well-being of the American 
people are related to the Arab 
world more than to Israel. While 
American relations with the Arab 
world are based on a give and take 
principle, American- Israeli rela- 


tions are founded on only one 
concept — that of giving by the 
United States. 

“Those who desire peace and 
justice are looking forward to the 
day in which the United States will 
reassess its policies and behave 
more objectively, taking into seri- 
ous consideration its national and 
security interests ” the paper said. 
In this way it may be able to regain 
its reputation as a defender of 
liberties, rather than repression 
and colonial occupation. We want 
the U.S. to stand up for human 
rights not only Israeli but Palesti- 
nian ones as well, protea national 
sovereignties and fight aggression 
and injustice. 

“We are still hopeful that the 
U.S. will do that someday and 
reassert the noble precepts on 
which it was founded,” the paper 
said. 

. Saying that economic power 
was the basis for international 


relations and influence, Al-Nadwa 
cited the development of 
American-Chinese relations as an 
example of chan gin g political 
attitudes. “For 30 years the U.S. 
portrayed the Chinese govern- 
ment as a bloodthirsty communit 
regime in . which human rights 
were mercilessly denied. But 
those charges have been stilled in 
favor of commercial relations. The 
Soviet Union, too, gave a lot of 
concessions fa order to secure 
American wheat by permitting 
emigration. 

“The Arabs are no less effective 
economically than the Soviet 
Union or China,” the paper said. 
“If they can use their economic 
clout properly they are bound to 
persuade the government and the 
American people to be more just 
in their attitude to the Arab- 
Israeii conflict They may some 
day realize that they are sacrificing 
too much for a state that has been 


founded on aggression and con* 
tinues to live on it,” the paper said. 

Hailing the Vienna meeting 
between PLO leader Yasser 
Arafat and Austrian Chancellor 
Bruno Kreisky and former West 
German leader Willy Brandt 
Af-Jazirah said “it was significant 
in that it served notice to all con- 
cerned that the peace treaty bet- 
ween Egypt and Israel does hot 
work towards a Middle East set- 
tlement The reason is that the 
peace formula did not take into 
consideration the most important 
element in the process, which is 
the Palestinian people. 

“But who gave the green light to 
the Vienna conferees and the 
Socialist International to play such 
a serious game?” the paper won- 
dered “They could not have met 
without the approval of the super- 
powers” it safe. “This shows that 
the Palestinian question is back in 
the limeli ght once more.” .

JEDDAH — An invitation to 
the 1 980 Winter Olympics at Lake 
Placid is to be sent to Prince 
Faisal chairman of the Saudi 
Arabian national Olympic com- 
mittee, as part of an American's 
dream to see the Kingdom win a 
Gold Medal in the 1984 Olympic 
Games. 

BQ] Dennebaum, 54, and a 
member of the 1948 U.S. Olympic 
bobsled tea m , is convinced that 
young Saudis would excel io the 
high-speed bobsled and luge 
events. He believes that if a squad 
started training this coining winter 
the Kingdom could have a “pretty 
competitive team” and get 
“decent results'’ at the 1984 
Olympics. 

Dennebaum, who works in data 
management, has been in Jeddah 
for the last 13 months, engaged on 
the Yanbu project. 

“The Saudis have a natural 
baaing towards speed,” he says. 
“S don't know whether they could ' 
stand the cold, but modem winter 
garb makes winter sports easier 
for athletes. 

“ There’ s a streak of daredevil in 
every Saudi — and thafs what you 
need." 

Dermebaum, who comes from 
Lake Placid in New York state, 
wiD be an official on the Lake 
Placid Olympic organizing com- 
mittee for the 1980 Winter 
Olympics, which will be held there 
next February. 

Bobsledding and luging are fast 
and dangerous sports. Sliders hnri 
themselves down long “runs” of 
land-sculpted ice and snow, reach- 
ing speeds of close to 100 miles an 
hour. The surface of the runs is 
very bumpy, adding to the rug- 
gedness of each ride. A mile run 
takes just one minute. 

Sliding originated in Alpine 
practicality. Members of the 
Roman Legion guarding the Alps 
used sleds to cany letters between 
mountain outposts. After the col- 
lapse of the Roman empire the 
Swiss continued to use the“hand- 
schlhten" (hand sled) for mail 
delivery and transporting goods. 

In the late 19th-century British 
tourists called them toboggans 
and began to race them. The 
French subsequently renamed die 
vehicle “luge” and in 1902 the 
first artificial bobsled and luge 
runs were built at St Moritz. 

By 1924 bobsledding was pan 
of the Olympic Winter Games. 
Luge, however, was not entered 
until 1964. 

A bobsled team consists of four 
men: the driver, the second and 
third man, and the brake man. A 
“boblef" is a two-man sled with ; 
just driver and brakeman. “The 
driver is the star of the team — 
he's the one who gets you down 
the run safely,” says Dennebaum.

LAKE PLACID — Next Feb- 
ruary 13, President Jimmy Carter 
will travel the winding, two-lane 
highway through the Adirondack 
mountains to the tiny village of 
Lake Placid to open the 1980 
Winter Olympic Games. 

For Lake Placid’s 2,731 
inhabitants, the occasion will 
revive memories of their previous 
finest hour — the .1932 Winter 
Olympics, when one of the all- 
time ice-skating greats, Sonja 
Heme, won her second Olympic 
gold. With those memories, how- 
ever, go fears of an aftermath of 
extremely expensive problems. 

It has become a truism that 
modem Olympiads cause nothing 
but enormous headaches, mostly 
financial to their organisers. In 
America just noy, there is a stark 
contrast between those cities 
competing to stage next year's 
quadrennial political conventions 
and those — such as Aspen, Col- 
orado, and Los Angeles — which 
have fought equally hard to avoid 
staging the Olympics. 

The people of Lake Placid rose 
to the challenge because their vil- 
lage seemed otherwise in danger 
of extinction. It was not so long 
ago that their two main hotels

two-man teams, the racers lying 
on their backs, feet first. They 
have to lift up their heads to see; 
no easy task at high speeds and on 
bumpy surfaces. 

In the early days of sliding, 
weight was an asset to sliders. It 
was thought that a heavier team 
would get down the run faster doe 
to gravity. No longer. 

Today, bobsled and luge medals 
are won for beating the dock by 
two or three hundredths of a sec- 
ond. Therefore, minute technical 
refinements can make a great dif- 
ference in performances. The crit- 
ical mement of the run is now con- 
sidered to be the start, when the 
team pushes the sled off. Conse- 
quently, racers who are both light 
and strong are most in demand. 

• Says Dennebaum: “The fastest 
ones off the mark are the winners. 
All bobsled races are won at die 
push.” 

Engineering technology has 
found a niche in sliding, too. Slid- 


ers once used Wow torches to melt 
ice under the sled runners to 
increase die speed.

Sliding runs are now interna- 
tionally regulated, to prevent 
unduly dangerous carves.

lifting to get the arms and legs into 
peak condition, sliding training 
continues throughout the year. 
Summer training concentrates on 
building up the team’s sled- 
pushing ability at the start of the 
ran.

For winter training a bobsled 
and luge run is needed. Ideally a 
slider should do 200 runs a week.

were boarded up, shops were clos- 
ing in rapid succession, and the 
menfolk had to leave to find work. 

Lake Placid 
has been transformed. 

An 11-bmlduig Olympic village 
has sprung up, each building con- 
vertible to alternative use once the 
Games are over. One of those 
boarded-up hotels has been pulled 
down and a five-storey Hilton is 
rising on its site. 

Lake Piadd still has only one 
traffic light mid 11 policemen, but 
the Olympic construction and 
organisation work has provided 
employment for men and women 
from all over the state. 

. The problems that go with such 
dramatic change have already, of 
course, begun. The latest financial 
forecast suggests the staging of the 
Games will cost some $ 190 mil- 
lion — six times the original esti- 
mate, though still modest by com- 
parison with the $ 700 million 
spent by Austria on the 1976 
Winter Games in Innsbruck. 

Already, to local dismay, visit- 
ing athletes have complained that 
the quarters being made ready for 
them are “ claustrophobic little 
cells.” Not surprising, when you 
learn that the $ 22 million Olympic 
village will become a federal 


prison after February. 

Each two-bedded room, 2 by 3 
meters, has a daunting iron bar 
down the centre of its reinforced 
glass windows. The electrified 11 
barbed-wire fence around the 
complex is designed to keep out 
terrorists and then to keep in pris- 
oners. 

A visiting engineer has sug- 
gested that the new 8,000-seat ice 
hockey stadium is structurally 
faulty, and may even collapse, so a 
$ 70,000 independent check is 
now under way. Two steel con- 
tracting firms have gone bankrupt 
during the building work, and a $ 
100,000- a- year management con- 
sultant has been called in to keep 
the show on tire road. 

It was thought that the existing 
70-meter ski jump could be used 
in 1 980, if supplemented by a new 
90-meter counterpart. But the 
Olympic authorities have demur- 
red, so a new 70-meter jump — 
another $ 3.7 million — is now 
under construction. 

And so it goes on. Older villa- 
gers remember that it took 30 
years to pay off the $ 350,000 debt 
left by the 1932 Games, With 
1980 costs escalating by the week* 
They are terrified by the added tax 
burdens they might inherit next 


year. 

The most pessimistic prediction 
is a 75 per cent tax increase for the 
entire county surrounding the 
mountain resort — enough, 
believe opponents of the Games, 
to kill off most of the area’s small' 
businesses. 

The prospect of such huge 
long-term debts overshadows the 


quick lolls enterprising locals will 
make next yean one man has 
already rented his five-bedroom 
house for % 15,000 during the 
12-day event, which he will watch 
on TV in Florida. 

Perhaps the saddest aspect of it 
aD is the by now familiar sight of 
an Olympic community becoming 


deeply divided, for and against its 
imminent projection into the 
world spotlight. 

Community leaders organising 
the event, led by a local Methodist 
minister, promise only prosperity, 
increased tourism, more profit 
than debts. An increasing propor- 
tion of their fellow citizens just 
don’t believe them. — (OFNS)

Hinault stretches Tour lead 


LES MENUIRES, France, July 
14 (R) — Frenchman Bernard 
Hinault Friday stretched bis lead 
in the Tour de France to more 
than three minutes with another 
majestic ride in -the 16th stage. 

The 24-year-old Breton, 
odds- on favorite to win the Tour 
for the second year in a row, 
launched a punishing attack as the 
field climbed towards the finish at 
Les Menuires alter a 199 kilome- 
ter mountain haul from Morine. 

One by one his rivals dropped 
back, among them Dutchman 
Joop Zoetemelk, who was in sec- 
ond place overnight, two minutes 
37 seconds behind. 

' The only man to stay with 
Hinault was 32-year-old Belgian 
Luden van Impe, winner of the 
.Tour in 1 976 and one of the most 
redoubtable climbers in the sport. 

; Over the last three kilometers, 
.the pair raced shoulder to shoul- 
der, but within sight of the line the 
diminutive van Impe put in an 
electric burst to win the stage. 

: But though the imperious 
Hinault's pride was momentarily 
hurt, be can be delighted with a 
day’s work which earned him a 
further 57 seconds advantage over 
Zoetemelk, the only rider still 


with a realistic chance of beating 
him. 

The long ride from Merzine to 
this ski station 1,800 meters up in 
the Alps really burst into life in 
mid- afternoon when Dutchman 
Henk Lubberding and Belgium's 
Eddy Schepers broke away from 
the pack. 

At one point the pair led by one 
minute 20 seconds, but Hinault* s 
team-mate Luden Didier of Lux- 


embourg launched a counter- 
attack and by the time the riders 
began the final climb to Les 
Menuires they had been pulled 
back. 

It was here that Hinault took 
control, forcing the pace to such 
an extent that van Impe and he 
crossed the line three quarters of 
an hour before they were 
expected.

Best result on that course was 
67 by Englishman Gordon Brand, 
who matched the course record. 
Former South African PGA 
champion John Bland was one 
stroke worse off than Sneed with a

The president of the World 
Archery Federation (FIT A) said 
Friday that the Soviet morion to 
expel South Africa and Rhodesia 
from the body would be decided 
on a sporting basis. 

Franc esco Genecchi-Ruscone 
said the FTTA congress consider- 
ing the issue here on Sunday “will 
decide on a purely sporting basis, 
because it is a sports and not a 
political federation.” 

The congress precedes the 
world championships, for which 
competition begins next Tuesday. 

James Truter, president of the 
South African Archery Federa- 
tion, has refused to pull his team 
out of the championships. 

“We have been members of 
FIT A for 26 years and we are not 
trouble-makers. We also do not 
want to make difficulties in regard 
to Moscow," he said. 

The South African squad were 
asked to pull out but refused 
because “we are sportsmen and 
have nothing to do with politics. 
There are colored and whites in 
our federation." 

Should FTTA decide to retain 
South africa and Rhodesia as 
members, the championships will 
lose much of their appeal because 
of the subsequent withdrawal of 
the Soviet Union and Poland, the 
two strongest Communist bloc 
teams.

If partner is bidding 
mainly on distrib u t i on, he can 
remove to a soft contract 

6. Three dubs. Three 
notrump, with only one dub 
stopper, would be un- 
necessarily precipitate. In- 
stead, you force partner to 
give you more information — 
without yourself sending a 
misdescription — by using a 
strengtb^bowing cuebid. This 
does not affirm or deny in- 
terest in hearts — you will 
darify your Intentions on the 
next round l&s by bidding 
three notrump, which, 
following the cuebid, is more 
tentative than a direct Jump).

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Laker may sue FAA 

Owners rejoice as DC-lOs 
resume service to America 


LONDON, July 14 (Agencies) 
— Laker Airways and British 
Caledonian resumed lull DC- 10 
service to the United States Satur- 
day, and h was free refreshments 
all the way on Laker's Skytrain 
flights to Los Angeles and New 
York. 

Every seat was reported booked 
on the wide-bodied DC-lOs, ban- 
ned from U.S. airspace by the 
Federal Aviation Administration 
for 37 days. The order followed 
the May 25 crash of an American 
Airlines DC-10 on takeoff from 
Chicago's O'Hare Airport, killing 
273 people. 

Tlie first DC-10 to leave Gat- 
wick Airport since the FAA lifted 
the ban Friday was a Laker charter 
flight to New York on Friday 
evening. On Saturday Laker Air- 
ways, which has six DC-lOs and 
five on order, resumed its cut-rate, 
no-frills Skytram service to New 
York and Los Angeles. 

Shortly before departure of die 
Skytrains, a British Caledonian 
DC-10 took off from Gatwick for 
Houston. British Caledonian, 
another independent airline, 
operates three of the McDonnell 
Douglas planes and has eight 
more on order. 

Sir Freddie Laker, Laker 
chairman who pioneered cut-rate' 
trans- Atlantic air .travel, was fly- 
ing to New York on the second 
Skytrain and celeb rating the lift- 
ing of the ban with an i in- flight 
party. 

Both Laker, 56, and British 
Caledonian Chairman Adam 


Thomson — like other DC-10 
owners — want to sue the FAA to 
recoup the millions they have lost 
in revenue by the prolonged 
grounding of the planes, which 
they maintained throughout were 
structurally sound. 

FAA Administrator Langhorae 
Bond said in Washington Friday 
that a properly* maintained and 
inspected DC-10 is “ quite safe — 
all of us agree on that." 

Surrounded by Skytrain pas- 
sengers at Gatwick, Laker said, "I 
am absolutely delighted but it is 
tempered with a great deal of bit- 
terness because of the FAA’s 
ghastly error of judgment in keep- 
ing these aircraft on the ground for 
so long." 

“I am waiting to let my lawyers 
loose on the first authority that 
pops its head up. I would tHmlr 
that the Federal Aviation 
Administration is a first-class can- 
didate for legal action." 

The earlier legal battles to 
launch Skytram lasted five years 
and cost Laker around $ 1 milli on. 
He said the FAA ban cost him 
about 83 per cent of his business, 
amounting to more than $ 15 mil- 
lion and 75,000 passengers. He 
said He’s determined to get it back 
“no matter how much the legal 
bills are." 

British Caledonian pot their 
loss at S 4.4 miTKo n. Chairman 
Thomson said he saw his DC-10 
take off for Houston. “We are 
delighted to get the aircraft back 
in the air. We have always 


believed it was perfectly airworthy 
— and we do not thinlc h was 
totally justified to ground the air- 
craft for such a long period.” 

A rough estimate of total worl- 
dwide losses suffered by DC- 10 
operators is $ 20 million a day, 
wrote Michael Donne in the 
“Financial Tiroes” Saturday. 

Within minutes after the ban on 
the DC-10 was lifted, American 
airlines put the plane back into 
service. 

Ten minutes after the 
announcement. United Airlines 
put a DC-10 into the air from 
Chicago’s O’Hare Airport, where 
the May 25 crash happened. 

The Chicago crash, the worst in 
U.S. aviation history, occurred 
after foe left wing engine fell off 
daring takeoff. Federal inves- 
tigators found cracks in the wing 
attachments of several other 
DC-lOs, which led to the ground- 
ing order and stringent inspec- 
tions. 

McDonnell Douglas was 
ordered to redesign viral compo- 
nents of flie jet pylon assembly 
over the next two years which 
should avoid repeated costly 
inspections. 

Bond said, ‘J_We have resolved 
to my satisfaction the safety ques- 
tions raised by the tragic crash of 
Flight 191 in Chicago, and we 
have worked oat strict measures 
to assure that such a crash will not 
occur again." 

Asked if he were confident the 
DC-10 was safe. Bond replied, “I 
intend to fly on it.”

PERTH, July 14 (R) — “ Skylab 
fever,” similar to the 19th century 
gold rush swept South Australia 
Saturday as armed fortune hun- 
ters headed into desert to look 
pieces of the American space sta- 
tion. 

Three days after Skylab crashed 
over Sooth West Australia up to 
1 ,000 people travelled by car, air- 
craft and on foot to find pieces of 
metal either to keep as souvenirs 
or to sell to media, business or 
government agencies apparently 
willing to pay a high price for 
fragments. 

Police at JKalgoorile, a boom 
town of the 1890s said they had 
been besieged with applications 
for miners licenses which allowed 
them to search sheep ranches in 
this area of about 1,000 residents 
without the owners’ permission. 

At Noondomia Ranch, about 
500 miles east of Perth, about 100 
people were scouring the prop- 
erty’s 320,000 acres where debris 
is believed to have landed from 
the American spacecraft which 
disintegrated over this area on 
Wednesday night. 

Noondomia Manager John 
Siedler said some searchers were 
following every movement by his 
family because they believed the 
Siedlers would lead them to 
Skylab pieces. 

Siedler said police were on their 
way to the ranch to protect prop- 
erty and keep people away. 


One group arrived on the ranch 
with two four-wheel drive vehi- 
cles, three motorcycles, a caravan 
and a large trailer.

MOSCOW, July 14(AP)— For 
the first time a Russian cosmonaut 
has gained weight while orbiting in 
space, the Soviet news agensy Tass 
reported Friday. 

The key reason: Tastier, more 
wholesome space cuisine. 

Tass said that by contrast with 
previous space voyagers, who 
have either lost weight or barely 
managed to keep it the saiqe. 
Cosmonaut Valery Ryumin has 
put on 700 grams (1.5 pounds) 
since going into space more than 
four months ago. 

Ryumin has been circling foe 


earth along with Cosmonaut Vla- 
dimir LyakbV aboard the Salyut 


6 space laboratory. 

Early Sunday foe pair will break 
the world space endurance record 
of 139 days, 14 boors, 48 minutes 
Set by two cosmonaut colleagues 
last November. 


Noondomia owner Pat Pre- 
ndiviUc said Skylab hunters drove 
on to the ranch without asking 
permission. 

“I have chased quite a few of 


them and when I catch them they 
simply- wave their min ers’ rights 
forms in my face and tell me there 
is notiiing Z can do about it,” he 
said. 

Police said they were concerned 
about the number of searchers 
carrying rifles. They feared shoot- 
ing accidents or even murder if a 
dispute broke out over ownership 
of a Skylab piece. 

The searchers were ignoring 
police warnings about getting lost 
in the desert country and handling 
or interferring with the Skylab 
pieces because of slight radiation. 

Kaigooriie police were keeping 
under guard the largest Skylab 
piece found, a six foot long half 
ton cylinder, which will be 
examined by an American scien- 
tific team next week. 

Police have appealed to people 
to hand over Skylab pieces 
because the fragments might have 
sdentic value. 

Police believe some people win 
not turn in their finds because they 
fear the fragments will be confis- 
cated. 

American officials have said all 
fragments win be returned after 
authentication and examination. 

Already some lucky searchers 
have left the area with pieces they 
hope to sell to newspapers, 
businessmen universities and state 
authorities. 

The area around Kaigooriie has 
a long and colourful tradition of 
mining searchers.

U.S. scientist’s claim 


Smokers said risking years of life 


TORONTO, July 14 ( AP) — Smokers who aver- 
age a package a day for 20 years will lose about 
eight years off their lives, says an American scientist 
attending the 11th International Congress of 
Biochemistry. 

Bruce Ames, a biochemist at the University of 
California in Berkeley, said the ingredients in 
cigarette smoke are relatively weak carcinogens — 
cancer-causing agents — by weight, but smokers 
inhale heavy doses. 

“ When you smoke, you are breathing in close to a 
gram (of carcinogens) a day," he said. 

More than 2,000 laboratories are using a quick 
test the scientist developed to determine whether a 
chemical causes mutations in bacteria and therefore 
Ljs likely to cause cancer. But Ames said he doubts 


that any industrial chemical is as much a threat to 
human health as cigarette smoke. 

There are so many substances that cause muta- 
tions and carcinogens in tire environment that scien- 
tists should identify those that cause the greatest 
risk, he said. 

“We’re not going to ban them aH.” 

But the threat of man-made chemicals causing 
cancer is widely misunderstood, the scientist said. 

“The hippie notion that everything natural is 
good and everything synthetic is barf 1 is nonsense, 
Ames said. Most cancers seen today have natural 
causes, whether they are a high-fat diet, sunlight or 
even substances occurring normally in the human 
body, he added.
